All His Elcquence Needed to Stop a Fight
in His Convention,

LANCASTER COUNTY SILVERITES QUARREL

Selection of a Candidate to De En-

dorseid ns a District Delegute
prings On a Decldedly
Lively Sesslon.

LINCOLN, April 18.—(Special.)—Chairman
Yames O'Shee of the county central com-
mittee called the free silver democratic
coutity eonventlon together this afternoon at
2 o'clack. Acecordiog to the terms of the call
the conventlon was for the purpose of select-
ing forty-six delegates to the free sllver dem-
ooratic stute convention at Lincoln, on the
894 [nst. . M. Skiles was elected temporary
chalrman by a vole of 81 to 62, for Patrick
Barton, and on motion of the latter, Skiles’
eclection wias made uninlmous,

The only contest involved was the endorse-
ment of one distriet delegate to the Chicago
domocritie pational conyenticn, the selection
of Hon, W. J. Bryan, as delegate-al-lurgo
belog conceded, There were four prominent
candidates for district delegute; Ed M. Lamb,
O, 8 Jones, F. W. Brown and L. W. Ed-
wards, the latter the cholee of the “federal

brigade.

Hon, Willlam J. Bryan moved that the
only platform to be adopted consist of the
@lmple resolutlion that this convention en-
dorse the “free and unlimited colnsge of
gllver at the ratio of 16 to 1 without walt-
ing for the consent of any other nation on
earth.,'  Mr, Bryan's mollon was sdopled
with a whoop, and the convention got down
to the business of naming Ity choice for
Chicago delegute, and, incldentally, the forty-
six delrgates to the state conventlon, The
following committee of thirteen was named
to sclect these delegates: F. L, Sumpter,
J..

LAMPPOONS THE ADMINISTRATION.

Senntor Tillmon Talks to the Mis-
sronuri Democrney.

KANSAS CITY, April 18.—A speclal to
the Star from Warrensburg, Mo., says: Sen-
ator Benjamin I Tillman of South Carolinn
arrived in this clty at 8:30 this morning and
was met at the depot by the* mayor, proml-
nent cltizens and a brass band, He was es-
corted to Pertle Springs.

Senatar Tillman was confronted by an au-
dlence of fully 2,000 people when he arose
to speak at Pertle Springs auditorium. The
rivin was falling in torrents and his volce
was pitched above its normal key, that his
audionce might hear his scathing arraign-
ment of “‘the Cleveland demoerney' and the
advaocates of “sound money." His address
dealt exclusively with the money question,
and he declated that his party had digressed
from the beaten path of Jeffersonism, and
Implored democrats to not follow the party
beeause of its name, If it did not teach the
doetrine of the fathers and drive plutocracy
from Its ranks. The senntor declared that

there was no difference betweoan Cleveland |

democracy and Shorman republicanism, and
that the common people would have to arsert
thelr God-glven Independence as men if they
eacaped being enslaved by money, a serfdom
equally as degrading as human chattels,

He talked about two hours and lempooned
the administration and the oppononts of free
silver. Notwithstanding the senutor ridi-
culed the populist party, designating it as an
orpkan that wanteld tp reform the world, and
wig composed of anarchists and dscontented
renegades from all parties, It was remarked
by many that he made as gooll a popullst
specuh as was over heard in this county.
He lmplored demoerats to be true Lo the
privciples of free colnage, and declared that
it would win, The senstor advocated bolting
the Chicago convention if free coinage wad
not endorsed.

NOT SEDUCED BY THE BDLAND SMILE.

Mispourl Populisis Will Noi Support
the Froe Silver Apostle,
